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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Amendment filed March 27, 2006 has been entered and fully considered. 
Original claims 6-9 and amended claims 1-5, 10, 11 are currently pending. The 
rejections are as stated below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1,3-10 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Miller's article "Property Price Futures and Options" in view of Rothstein, U.S. 
Patent No. 5,636,1 17, as cited in the prior Office action. 

4. Claim 2 remains rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Miller and Rothstein as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Wilton et al., 
U.S. Patent No. 6,519,574. 
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Response to Arguments 



5. Applicant's arguments filed March 27, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Regarding Applicant's argument that the index (Mj) taught by Rothstein is not 
based at least on the selling price per property sold or transferred during a given time 
period, Examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicant has admitted that the amplified 
index, as taught by Rothstein, is based, in part, on the average price of property sold 
over a given time period. Examiner respectfully points out that step (C) of the current 
invention, as recited in claim 1, requires "generating an index from the collected data 
which is based at least on the selling price per property sold or transferred during the 
given time period" (emphasis added), and therefore may also be based on additional 
information without departing from the scope of the claim. 

Furthermore, Applicant argues that the index of Rothstein is unsuitable for 
supporting a property futures market because it is based on sales volumes. The 
specification of the current invention, as submitted by the Applicant, gives further insight 
into what is meant by "based at least on the selling price per property sold". Page 6, 
lines 16-18 discloses that the index of the current invention may be the median or 
average price for a given area. A median or average, by definition, must be based on 
both sales volume and selling price, and therefore it is respectfully contended that 
Applicant's argument is contrary to the teachings of Applicant's specification, and that 
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the index of the current invention may be based both on sales volumes and sales 
values, as taught by the index of Rothstein.
